Three lines of railway are now being 
built through United States territory 
to connect the Pacific with the Atlantic 
seaboard. One, Icuown as the Nortlieni 
Pacific, is iniomled to come out at 
Puget Sound. lt.s stock i.s iield by the 
Central Pacilic aiid Union Pacific rail- 
way companies. Another, the Southern 
Pacific, claims Pacific terminal points at 
San Francisco and San Diego, Califor- 
nia. It is owned liy the Central Piicilic 
Kailway Co. A third will bo a narrow- 
gauge road, and will extend from Port- 
land, Oregon, to Ogdoii, where it will 
act as a feeder to tbo . Union Pacifie 
Eailway, by whoso stockholders it is 
projected. The Union Pacific Eailway 
connects at Ogden with the Cen- 
tral Pacific road for Snn Francisco, 
and the two roads are operated under 
an agreement which has for ita object 
a division of the profits. It will bo 
seen that tbo three roads in course of 
construction, as well as the ones already 
completed, are in the hands of one, or, 
at most, two corporations, who are 
monopolists and exact for freight and 
passage rates which are ruinous to those 
who are compelled to employ them. 
The four lines are all under the control 
of one sot of nionojiolists. Apparently 
independent organizations they arc ho 
only in name, .Ml are so inextricably 
interwoven that if the interests of one 
bo threatened the combined capital of 
the others is devoted to crush or buy 
otr opposition. If wholesome legisla- 
tion afiecting the lines be proposed in 
the U. S. Congress there is always a 
majority in at least one of the 1 louses 
to defeat the scheme. The Canada 
Pacific railway, owned aiul operated hy 
tlio Governme"nt in the interest of the 
people of tlie Domiuicii, will, when 
completed, bo the only indepemlont 
railway lino stretching from ocean to 
ocean on the continent. It will be (he 
only line that will not be forci'd to .act 
as a feeder to its rivals ; to surrender 
to them at some point a portion of it.s 
carrying trade. With a reasonable scale 
of charges it will command and retain 
a steady and profitable through trallic. 
It will not alone leiiiv o lliu pcojuo Oi 
Canada of the monstrous railway ex- 
actions to which they are now forced 
to submit, but it will act as a check on 
the American lines, forcing them to put 
down the rates of freight and i)assage 
in eflbrts to compete for throucdi busi- 
nes.s. Viewed from a domestic stand- 
point, it will act as a colonization road. 
Laborers — if they arc not Chinese — 
employed in its construction will \n-c- 
empt Government land along its line 
and settle there with their families. 
Population attracted from abroad \r\\\ 
occupy the Fertile Belt and raise crops 
for exportation and home consuinption. 
In no sense can the (.'anadian I'aeillc 
ever become subsidiary to American 
lines, and for that reason, if for no 
other, it will occupy a connnanding 
position when competing for the trafiio 
of the Orient. 



ORGAN AND LYRK. 

"We observe that the old lyre 
has been again trotted out to do 
service in tlio columns of the Govern- 
ment organ of this city. There is an 
appositeness in its employment —both 
that instrument and the organ being 
alike obsolete, no longer in use. On 
the whole, wo don't know but the lyre 
has a little the best of the organ. Tiio 
lyre was played upon by the ancients, 
who were wholesouled and liberal, not- 
withstanding they did naughty things 
and got tipsy on the essence of the 
grape. The organ is al.so ancient and 
fishlike in its tendencies, belonging to 
an era when telegraphic disputches had 
not come into fashion and when 
scissors were regarded as mightier than 
the pen for editorial work, It inclines 
to lewdness, as well.

Tho 
Turkoman cavalry in attacking the 
Pifssi .11 flank and rear, created such 
confusion that when tiic vanguard 
reached the mam force in the reserve 
the latter was unable to stem tho tide 
of retreat and was itself compelled to 
retire forty miles before order could bo 
restored. According to jirivate in- 
telligence receive:! in St. Potersburg, 
tho Russian less is much greater than 
oflicial reports admit.

Thomas Fletcher, summoned by Vfm. 
Honry Adams and charged with liavinp;, 
on or about tho 24th Sept. last, at tho 
house of Mrs. Joiica, dressmaker, unlaw- 
fully damaged a sowing machine tlio pro- 
perty of tho Singer Miuiufacturing Co. 
by putlin.y emery powder in the wheels. 

Mr. Mills appeared for the prosecutor, 
and Mr. T. Davie for the defendant.^ 

The prosecutor testified as follows: I 
am agent for tho Singer Sowing Machine 
Co. ; I placed sewing machines in tho 
house of Mrs. Jones for sale; I produce 
the injured machine in question; it bo- 
longs to tho Singer Manufacturing Co. 
and was left by ino at_ Mrs. .Jones' about 
Sept. 22nd, wnen.iti,-\ra8. in'^Q.Qd:j!cbiidi- 
tion; on the 24th I found it had been 
damaged by emery dust being placed in 
tho wheels; I took the machine out of 
tho stand and e.xtracted some of the dust 
(produced); Mrs. Jones and Miss Stevens 
wore present at tho time; tha cftect of the 
emery dust in a day or two would have 
been to entirely ruin the machine; I esti- 
mate tho damage done at §10; am ac- 
quainted with Mr. Fletcher, who is also a 
sowing machine agent; submitted the 
duat to INIr. Yipond for his opinion. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie — Have 
formed no opinion as to whether tho 
Singer machine is in greater demand than 
tho Osborne A; don't think the latter ma- 
chine makes much difToronce to my busi- 
ness; I don't care whether I run it out of 
tho market or not; I have said tho Singer 
would eventually do so. On the morn- 
ing of tho 24th Sept. Flotolier visited 
Mrs. Jone.s' house; I did not go thereby 
appointment and had had no previous 
conversation with Mrs. Jones about 
Fletcher damaging tho Singor ninchinos; 
this was tho only ca.se I had heard of at the 
time; I have heard of othor.s since; don't 
reniomber telling Mr. Abrams, of .Nanai- 
nio, that Fletcher had been bouiul over 
in the sum of5!lO,000 to appear at tho Su- 
premo Court for damaging tho^Singera.but 
I said he would be before he got through; 
I did not tell Mrs. Jones acid had been 
thrown over tho machine; after leaving 
her house I drove to Fletcher's store and 
told him ho had been injuring one of the 
luiichine.s and he would sullbr for it;did not 
accuse him of throwing acid on it; I look 
tho stuff that was on tho inaclune to be 
analyzed; went back to Mrs, Jones' and 
met Fletcher there; I did not tell him "I 
had got him just whore I wanted him;" 
but said I had got him so tliat ho would 
not put any ruore emery povi'der on the 
Siiiger machines; I don't feel particularly 
pleased over this occurrence, but want 
justice done; I moan it to cost hint §5000 
orS10,(X)0 before he is through; I hare 
three mere cases againnt liim and inefiii 
to put him through for all of them. 

Mrs. Bertha Jones, a dressmaker resid- 
ing on Broughton street, deposed that on 
Sept. 22nd slio had a sewing machine "in 
her hou.se, brought there by the proseca- 
tor; she met the defendant and told him 
that Adaiii.s had sent her a machine to 
look at; shortly afterwards Fletcher came 
to her house. Ho w out into the room 
where tho uiachiuo was, opened tho 
dr-awerand took the top off; witness saw 
him "bothering" about it and she got up 
toi>utthetop on again, s.aying that alio 
liad not yet worked it and did not wish 
him. to interfere with it as she did nut j 
think of buying it ; Fletcher said "wait 
a minute," and witness looked and saw 
liini bring biuuo dark stuli'out of his waist- 
coat pocket and put it into the machine; 
witness said, "Mr. Fletcher, what are 
yuu putting tliat stuff in for !" and ho re- 
plied, "what have I put in ! I have put 
ill nothing." Witness said it looked veiy 
much lik« ground iron and Fletcher re- 
plied it was only dimt; thereupon witness 
told him lie iiad no business to meddle 
witli the macliino as it was ncitlicr his nor 
hers; he then left tha house, and soon 
afterwards Adams came and took the ma- 
chine away, first examining it and scrap- 
ing up the dust Fletcher had put into it. 
Fletcher afterwards returned and asked 
witness to be careful what she said about 
the matter, tis it might come into Court; 
witness replied that she woidd tell the 
truth if it did. Adams and Fletcher 
afterwards had high words in tho house 
about the dust and witness remarked that 
if they were gentlemen they would go 
ontsidc. 

Cros.i-examined — Saw the powder be- 
tween Fletcher's fingers and saw liim drop 
it into the machine — a good pinch; after 
he put it in he told me to work it; ho 
said at first there was something tho mat- 
ter with thcatitcli and made some remark 
about the regulator. 

Cidonia Stevens deposed that she works 
for tho l.nst witness and recollocted Flet- 
cher coming to the house and opening tho 
Singor machine. Mrs. Jones wanted to 
know what he was doing to it, and he re- 
plied that ho was only putting dust into 
it; .vitnsss saw the dust afterwards and 
recognized the emery powder produced 
in Court as being similar to it; Fletcher 
caliod Mrs. Jones into the passage and 
wanted to speak to her privately; she de- 
clined; Fletcher camo taack and then re- 
marked, " If I thought you wero going to 
sny imything about thi.'j I would pay for 
the machine myself." Mrs. Jones was 
very angry at Fletcher for putting the 
dust in the machine. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
case was adjourned until Wednesday next 
at noon.

A public meeting wa-s held Thurs- 
day evening to hear tho Hon. A. Buu- 
ster explain a proposed Island Railway 
scheme. 

J. Pawson,, Esq., J.P., was appointed 
Chairman. 

Hon. A. Bunster stated that the 
Dominion Governinent had mado the 
following proposition to him in refer- 
ence to I.slaiid Eailw.iy. "That tho 
Government will raise tho embargo on 
tho 20 mile belt, and lend the steel 
rails for the construction of a railway 
from Victoria to Saanich, provided a 
joint stock company was formed to 
built the road." The lion gentleman 
then proceeilcd at some length to sb.ow 
the great advantage that would bo 
gained by taking the cars at Saanich 
and saving the perilous (I) navigation 
around 10-mile point. Tliis would re- 
duce the time to Victoria by about 
two hours. The speaker further stated 
tlint the coni[)any would oxjierienco no 
dilliculty in obtaining the Indian lie- 
sorvea at Victoria, Saanich and Cowi- 
clian. Tlio road will almost build 
itself for the Indian Resorvos would 
fetch a large amount of money. The 
hon. gonlleinnii then proceeded at some 
length to show how badly British Co- 
lumbia had been served by the Domin- 
ion and blamed tho delegates for not 
getting better terms. Ho concluded 
by saying any suggestion made by tlio 
meeting would have his heartiest consi- 
derations. A voice — Macdonald's offer 
is not as Liberal ns Mackenzies offer 

of .srriO.ooo. 

Mr. Bunster said that offer was for 
all railway delay, while this last offer 
was only tho Island railway. He then 
paid a flattering tribute to Mr. Wal- 
kem and denounced Edgar inunniensur- 
ed terms. 

iNIr. Uunsinuir said ns his name had 
been mentioned by the speaker he 
would state that ho did not believe 
such a lino would pay for axli> grease 
for 10 years to come, and it would 
never pay to send coal to Esquimalt 
for sliiprnent. Instead of giving the 
rails to the Saanich line, send them all to 
tho inainlandand assist that line allyou 
eiin, uiid it will bo best fut all parties. 

Mr. Bunster then went on to ex- 
plain that tho line on tho Mainland 
was a fact and what was wanted now 
was tho Island railway and argued 
tliat the road would not only pay 
but that coal would bo shipped that 
way . 

Jas Abrams, M. P. P., said he had 
boon given a resolution, which he had 
great pleasure in proposing. He how- 
ever strongly advised the people of 
Nanaimo to guard well what resolu- 
tions they ])assed at this juncture, and 
further advised the ])oople of Nanaimo 
to veto the Yictoria-Saanich scheme. 

The resolution, as follows, was sec- 
onded by i\[r. Baper, and carried "nein- 
con :" 

Resolved— -That this meeting is of 
the opinion that it has been a great 
and grievous injury to the welfare of 
Nanaimo district for the past seven 
years that a resei've should Imvo been 
placed on the Government lands on 
this Island, thereby preventing set- 
tlement and the invostmont of capital 
in develo]iing our coal and mineral re- 
sources. 

Tho meeting then adjourned, with- 
out expressing it.self in favour of the 

new scheme.
